Error and Spiritual Deluſion ; therefore is itr 
ſaid concerning Myſtical Bab „uon, that is Rome, r 
That the Inhabitants of theRarth ha de been mad p. 
drunk with the wine of her Fornication, Rev. 17.2, 
Antichriſtian Corrupt Doctrines do as it were 
intoxicate & inebriate the Souls of them that 
do imbibe or embrace them : they — 
Drunkard- like, vertiginous thereby. Alſo one g, 
may be Drunk with Security, Iſa. 3 9, 10, 
They .are- drunken but not with wine, they fagger 
but not withſtrong arink : for the Lord had poured 
aut upon them the ſpirit of deep Sleep, Deluſion 
and Security had made them as it were dead 
Drunk. Some think that that is the Drunken- 
neſs which the Text ſpeaketh of ; for Pride 
and Security-are wont to go topether, the one 
being the cauſe of the other. Mo to the Drunlara, 
that is (fay ſome ) to thoſe that are ſecure in their 
Sins, & ſeitled upon their Lees in an evil courſe. 5 1 
No doubt but that this is implied, & partly 
intended here, but that is not the only nor the. 
Principal Evil here aimed at. Therefore, 
(2. ) Drunkenreſs is taken in a Literal proper 
ſenſe: There is Corporal as well as spiritual 
Drunkenneſs, a Drunkenneſs which not ſo much 
the Soul as the Body is the ſubje& of; and 
that is it which the Prophet here denounceth 6 
Judgment for: Therefore in the latter end of 
this Verſe he ſpeaketh of being overcome within 
wine.

e:; if there be an inordinate affection or love 
to irong drink, that's Drunkenneſs in the ſight 
pf Him that trieth the Reins and ſearcheth the 
earts- Hence the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of the 
exceſs of wine, 1 Pet. 4. 3. The Greek word 
( Dinophlogia, ) there uſed noteth an inordi- 
ate affection and deſire after Wine. And So- 
ualFomon's deſcription of a Drunkard, is, that he is 
uch g lover of wine, Prov. 21. 17. Such an one is an 
andhabitual Orunkard, and he whoſe practice is ac- 
ethſſcording to that inordinate Affection, is actually 
ofſſſo: Vea, if a man doth but drink a cup of Wine 
11% more than is good for him, he is guilty of this 
iche wof!

2. There is Drunkenueſs in the Erbe of Men, 
Sometimes this Evil is ſo groſs and notorious, 
as that the wholeſame Laws of men take hold 
of it and Puniſh.it ; Namely, when a man is ſo 
overcome with wine, as that he can neither ſpeak 
nor act like a rational:Creature, when Reaſon is 
diſturbed thereby, & Senſe & Speech & Motion 
fail, when neither the Head nor Hand can do 
their Offices aright : Prov. 16- 9. A thorn. goeth 

up into the hand of a drunkard. Had he his wits 


2ut him, he would not ſuffer thoras to be. 


thruſt into his hands.

a their wits end: This is palpable Drunkenneſs.

Drink is in it ſelf a good 
d Creature of God, & to be received with thank- 
o fulneſs; but the abuſe of drink is from Satan: 
k The Wine is from God, but the Drunkard is

from the Devil; 1 Joh. 3. 8. He that committeth 
Sin is of the Devil; for the Devil Sinneth from the 
beginning. For this purpoſe was the Son of God 
manifeſt thatHe might deſtroy the works of the De- 
vil. Therefore he that committeth Drunken- 

© neſs (for that is Sin) that is, (if in his ordi- 
= nary courſe he commit it) is of the Devil. 
Drunkenneſs was one of the wor ks of the Devil 
which Chrift came to deſtroy: It hath alſo a- 
= nother Cauſe, as bad, nay worſe than theDevil, 
namely, Sin. It is a Sin, and the Cauſe of Sin, 
( as afterwards will be ſhewed ) and alſo the 
Effect of Sin. Therefore what a woful Evil is 
it? That Corrupt Nature which is in ſinners, 
cauſeth them to become guilty of this Evil; 
Jam. 1. 14. Heis drawn away of his own luſt; & 
enticed, When a' ſinner is drawn intoDrunkeh- 
neſs, his own Luft hath enticed him. Hence 
'Drunkenneſs is'expreſly & by name mentioned 
amongſt the works of the Fl:fh , Gal.g.19-21, 
The works of the Fleſh are manifeſl, drunkenneſs, 
revellings, and ſuch like.

Hence he 
even Heathens, that have had nothing but the 
Light of Nature to guide them, yet have ſpoken! 
Ing this Evil, yea, and made ſevere Laws tone 
Puniſh it. Solan ( who is accounted among 
the wiſeſt of theGrecian Prince: made it a Law. 
That if a man in Publick Place ſhould abuſd 
-bimſelf withDrink, his Crime ſhould be deemed 
Capital. If he were Drunken but once, he was 
Puniſhed with Death for that Tranſ; greſſion 
Which I mention not to juſtify. the 2 ol» 
that Law, but to ſhew 5 Odious this deteſta- Ne. 
bpleEvil! hath been, even to thoſe who had nothinghe

r. It is not ſo only in the reſpects which have 
been mentioned, but in every other reſpect, that 
may be ſaid or thought of. A little further to 
inſtance under this Head; 
(.I.) It is injurious to, & brings Wo and Miſery”.

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Rare. Some ( in particular Ambroſe ) among the 
Ancients, have enquired into this matter, & upon 
diligent ſearch have found but an Example or 
two in an Age, amongſt Notorious Drunkards, 
who have been truly brought Home to God: 
We may ſay of Drunkenneſs, as Solomon ſaith of 
Adultery, Eccleſ . 28. That not One of a Thouſand 
of thoſe that are Guilty of it, do Return from it 
again. It doth ſo bewiich & beſot the Com- 
mitters of 3 tho“ they know it hath, 5 
will prove hurtful to them, yet they cannot 
perſwaded to leave it: Prov. 23. 25. They have 
ſtricken me, ſhall the drunkard ſay, when I awake, 
I will ſeek it yet again. Blows cannot beat him out 
of it; but he will to it yet gain, and that too 
the very next day after he hath ſmarted for it. 
An old Drunkard being perſwaded to leave his 
drunkenneſs, becauſe it was prejudicial to him in 
reſpect of a diſcaſe in his Eyes, profeſſed he had 
rather loſe his Eyes, than not beDrunken, Forlorn 
Wretch !. Incorrigibleneſs doth uſually attend 
this Sin. We ſee by what is written, Deut. 2m. 
18,-- That Inſtruction, Admonition, Correction 
will not Reform and Reclaim an Obſlinate 
Drunkard. By all this then it appears, that this 
is a Woful Evil: So that well might the Prophet 
ſay, Vo to the Drunkards of Epbraim.

Moreover, Their 
Puniſhment in another World will not be of

a few of the I/raclites? And how came that to 
paſs, but becauſe Benhadad was drinking himſelf 


drunk,be & the thirty & two Kirgs that helped him, 


& thereby was incapacitated to make reſiſtance 
2galnlt his Enemies 1 King. 20. 16, So it is 


Godly: 
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. GodlyStbrizty that doth render Chriſlians fit I &. 
to Encounter with Spiritual Adverſaries. And n 
(. not to Enlarge further here) by means of this 
Fobriety I am ſpeaking of, Chriſtians are fitted 
to attend the Duties of their Calliogs,. not only 
Particular and Civil, but General & Heavenly. 
Hence is that, 1 Pet. 4. J. Be ye Sobrr,and watch 
unto Prayer. Inſobriety, Drunkenneſs unfits for 
Prayer, & for every other Good Work (as was 
ſnewed in the Demonſtration of the Truth before 
us) even ſo where the Grace of Sobriety is always 
Exerciſed, a Soul is fix to have to do with God 
in any Duty, being always Prepared to have 
Bleſſed Communion with Him; than which, 
What can there be more Beneſicial or Deſirable ?, 


Us E, II. If Drunkenneſs be ſuch «a WofulEuil, 
as bath been Proved ; then they that have been kept 
From Falling into this Sin, and much more they in 
whom ir 14 Mortified, have abundant cauſe of Thank- 
fatlneſs uito God, becauſe of His Preventing and 
Sanctiſying Grace in this reſpett Vouchſaſed. If 
we ought to Pray (as Chriſt in that Platform 
of Prayer given to His Diſciples hath Taught 
us) that God would not lead us into Temptation, but 
deliver us from Evil, then when the Lord doth 
ſo, we ought to Praiſe Him: And if Delive- 
rance from Outward Temptations be matter of 
Praiſe & Thankſgiving to the Lord, how much 
more is this true concerning Deliverance from 
oth : n 
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Shnful Temptations? For a man had better ſee 


many Aſflictions than one Sin : Vea, there is more 
evil ia the leaſt Sin, than in any Affliction; Nay, 


than in all the Everlaſting Burnings of the Bot- 


tomleſs Pit. Therefore they who have been 


preſetved from falling into Sin, have the greateſt 


cauſe of Thankfulneſe that may be. I doubt 
not but that there are many here this Day, that 


were never guilty of this Sin ( at leaſt-wiſe' not 


in ſight of men) in all their Lives: But unto 


whom are you Beholden for this Preſervation, 


but unto the Preventing Grace of GOD? Will 
you ſay that there is a Principle of Inherent Grace 


within you, whereby you have been kept from 
this, & other the like Enormities ? Suppoſe ſo, 


yet that Principle of Grace is from God: Neither | 
will Inherent, without Upholding, Preſerving, Pre- 


venting Grace keep from this, or any other Evil. 
Thos its impoſſible to live in thisSin, where there 
is true Grace: He that hath the leaſt ſpark of 
true Grace in his Heart, it is not poſſible that he 
ſhould live in this Sin, yet there may be a falling 
into it. Therefore Chriſt has Charged even His 
own[Diſciples to take heed of thisSin, Luk.21-34 
Which ſheweth that a true Chriſtian may po- 
ſibly be overtaken with it. And we read in 
Scripture of Gadly men that have been [tained 
with: this Iniquity ; As Noah, Lot, Uriah,&c.Yea, 


there is not a Godly man on the Earth, but hath 


that ia his own Heart, which would ſoon 10 
Te | | - ; "IM 
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him to the C ommiſſion of this and all other AZ 
bominations, if God ould but leave him a lite le 
£0 himfelf : Wherefore it was that the Holy 
Martyr Bradfora, when he heard of any ont that 
was Guilty of Drunkeaneſs, Uncleanneſs, or the 
bileſt Wickedneſs, would ſmite upon his Breaſt, 
and ſay;1» this Hears of mint is that which would 
ba de made me commit the ſame Evil, if theGrace of 
God had not prevented. Oh! Therefore be hum- 
bly/Thankful to the God of allGrace.But much 
more have they cauſe to be for ever Thankful, 
who are Mortiſied unto this Sin: For a man may 
poſſibly never Commit this Evil outwardly, and 
pet the Sin not Mortified in him; it may be he 
may not have an Opportunity to practiſe this 
Iniquity ; or fear of Puniſnment, or Shame may 
deter him, & vet he is not Mortified to it. This 
Sin is Mortified, when a man doth forſake and 
abhor it more than Death or Hell, becauſe God 
is thereby Offeaded, &Diſhoaoured;; they that 
do fo hall: not Dye, but Live; Rom 8. 13. Hy. 
Jive after the Fleſh, je ſhall die: but if you through 
TheSpirit do mortifiethe deeds of the hy e (ball live. 

Drunkenneſs is one of the deeds ofthe Bod, & of the 
He; I do not ſay. that he that doth not Commit 
/tharsin ſhall Live, but he that doth Aortiſj ĩt ſhall 

| _ For as he that Repenteth truly of One: Sin, 

Repents of All;1o he that indeed is Morrified to One 
Sim, is fo ro All: Such then ſhall Live, & therefore 

have abundant cauſe of ge & Thankfulneſs 
defore the Lord, USE, 
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Thunderbolt, enoug h to ſhake theSoul,& ſplit the Heart 
of every Drunkard under Heaven. I could be glad 
if there were no need to ſpeak by way of Terror, 
& Awakening to ſuch Sinners, And time was, 
when there was not need for Minifters toPreach 
much againſt this Sin in New-England : Oh! 
that it were ſo now. But we thay ſay,as ſome- 
times the Prophet Oded ſpake in another caſC 
to the Hoſt of 1/rael, Tou have (faith he) Slain 


jour Bret hren with aragethat reacheth np to Heaven: 


But are there not with you, even with you, Sins againſt 
the Lord your God? 2 Chron. 28.9, 10. So I ſay, 
This Sin is amongſt us, e ven amongit us alſo; Yea, 
& the Rage of it begins to reach up toHeaven; 
it crieth for Judgment. It is ſad, that ever this 
Serpent ſhould creep over into this Wilder= 
nels, where Three-ſcoreYears ago he never had 
had any footing, but now it is come, and I fear, 
will hardly ever out apain,altho* it hath already 

devoured many. If we ſpeak of that which 

God & Scripture calls Drunkenneſs, Namely, when 


there is a drinking of Wine or StrongDfink to 


anyExceſs, how many are there who havecauſe 
to lay their hands upon their mouthes, & to Cry 
Guilty before the Lord? I have heard fome ſay, 
That there is more Wine & Strong Drink drunk in 
this Town,than in moſt Towns not greater than this 
in the Chriftian Md. We may then fear thar 
F Yn 
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there hath been much Exceſs herein, that any 
ſhould have cauſe ſo io ſpeak or think, And 
how many are there that muſt be reckoned a- 


mongſt woful Druzkards,that nevertheleſs do not 
believe any ſuch thing of themſelves ? There 
are that flatter themſelves in their Iniquity,and 


think that they are hardly guilty of this fin, be- 
cauſe they are not wont to be ſubje& to ſuch, 
worſe than BeaſtlyDrunkenneſs, as not to be a- 
ble to underſtand what they door ſay; when 
as it may be the reaſon of it is, becauſe by uſing 
themſelves to Exceſs in Drinking, they are able 
to bear a great deal. Now that's worſe than 
20 be meerly Drunken; for it is to be a Drun- 


kard ; One may beDrunken,that is not a Drun- 


kard ; and one may be a Drunkard,that is ſel- 


dom Drunken.He that abhors the Sin of Drun- 


kenneſs, yet may be overtaken with it, and ſo 


Drunken; But that one Act is not enough to 


denominate him aDrunkard : And he that loveth 
to drink Wine to Exceſs, tho“ he ſhould ſeldom 
beOvercome thereby,is one of thoſe Drunkards 
upon whom the e in the Text doth directly 
fall. Iſa. 5. 22. No unto them that are mighty to drink 
wine, & men of ſtrength to mingle ſtrong drink. A- 
gain, There are that will make others Drunk: 


Some have done this out of horrid Profaneneis 
of ſpirit, & therefore its a delight to them to 


draw thoſe into this Sin that make any Profeſ- 
hon ofReligion-If they can but make aChurch- 
Xn er 


member Drunk, then they are glad; which ar- 
gueth a ſtrange degree of Impiety. Others have 
done this out of Covetouſneſs. There hath been 


an horrible thing done in this reſpe& : Some a- 
mongſt us (who they are the Lord knoweth ) 


out of Covetouſneſs have Sold intoxicating Li- 


quors to theſe poor Indians, whoſe Land wepoſ- 
{eſs, &have made them Drunk therewith. What 
a fearfal Sin is that! The firſt Fathers in this 


Colony, who are now the moſt of them inHea- 
ven, began this Plantation, in part out of reſpect 
to the Converſion & Salvation of the Natives a- 
mongſt whom we Live ; but what woful Dege- 
neracy is this,that fome ſhould riſe vp amongſt 


us, that out of love to a little filthy Lucre, ſhall 


teach them ſuch Wickedneſs as before they 
were never acquainted with? The Indians are 
of themſelves the ſaddeſt Spectacles of Miſery, & 
the moſt woful Remembrance of the Ruines of the 
Rig hteou & Glorious Image of Goa, that ever mortal 
Eye beheld; but therefore their Sin is not a 
little aggravated, that ſhall make ſuch Poor 
Creatures more the Children of Hell than they 


were before. If there be any in the Congre- 


gation (as I doubt there is) whoſe Conſcience 


doth accuſe him of making others Drunk, let 


him hear the Word of the Lord which is writ- 
ten, Hab.2.15,16.Wo to him that giveth his neig h- 
bonr drink,that putteſt thy bottle to him, & makeſt 


bim drunken alſo: The cup of the Lord's right hand 
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ſhal be 5 unto thee, By theſe things then it 
is ſadly Evident, that there is cauſe enough to 
bear Witneſs againſt this Evil. | 
Now to ſpeak ſomething further, and more 
particularly by way of Conviction & Awakening 


to thoſe that love and live in this Sin of Drun- 


kenneſs, Know and Believe; 

I. That woful Judgment, have ever End this 
Sin. The Text ſaith it, and woful Experience 
proveth it. What hath been formerly ſaid con- 


cerning the wofulneſs of the Sin of Pride, may 
here be applied to this of Drunkenneſs. Perſonal 
Miſeries come from hence upon the E/ate7, 


Names, Bodies & Souls of Guilty ones, as has been 
more fully ſhewed. And this Sin brings Family- 


Judgments: Thouſands of Families have been 


| 1 5 Ruine thereby. Drunkards bring a 
Curſe upon their Children, and poor Poſterity 


* after them: Nay, it may be one act of Drunken- 


neſs, and that committed by a Good man, ſhall 
bring a Curſe upoa ſome of his Children to the 
worlds End. Do we not ſee it in Noah? He was 
2 Righteous man, &wasDrunken but once in all 
his Life, that we read of; and much might be 
ſaid to Excuſe him, in that probably he knew 
not that there was an inebriating Quality in 


Wine; Nevertheleſs, that Drunkenneſs bros a 


Curſe upon one af his Children, which continu- 
eth to this Day, althoꝰ it be Four Thouſand Years

ſince that Sig was W Whoſe Heart 


then 
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then is it that doth notTremble to live in ſuch 


an Evil? Yea, and this Sin is the woful procu- 
ring Caufe of many Publick Calamities in the 
world. Was not this one principal Cauſe of the 
Babylonian Captivity ? See elſe, Iſa. 56. 9. All the 
Beaſts of the Field come to devour, yea all theBeaſts 
of the Foreſt. Here now the Ravenous Babylo- 
nians are call'd upon to make a Prey of the Jen: 
And the reaſon of it we may ſee, ver. 12. Come 
ge, ſay they, 1 will fetch wine, & we will fill our ſelves 
with ſtrong drink. So that the Luxury & Drun- 
kenneſs which abounded amongſt the Jem, eſpe- 


dany conſidering that their Watchmen, their Mi- 


niſters, who ſhould have beenExamples of So- 
briety & Mortification to all round about them, 
were ſome of them given to this {niquity,was; 
one principal Cauſe of their Enemies comingꝭ th 
devour them. The like we may ſee, Chap. 5 · v. 1c 
Wo unto them that riſe up early in the morning that 
they may follow ſtrong drink,that continue until night, 
till wine inflame them. Now mind what followeth, 
Ver. 13. Therefore my People are gone imtoCaptivity. 
And this Sin alſo was in a ſpecial manner the 
procuring cauſe of that Mirian Capti vity, wherein 
the Ten Nile; were carried away, &never reſtor d 
to this day, althoꝰ it be now above Two Ibouſand 

Tears ſince that Judgment befel them: There- 
fore is it faid to the Drunkards of Ephraim, in the 
ext words to the Text, Bebold, the Lord hath 4 


wighty & ſtrorg one. They boalled, & were con- 


dae: 
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ident in their Outward Strength & Fortificati- 
ons, &c. Well, but ſaith the Lord, be not Proud 
of your Strength, for I will bring a Strong one 
upon you, 4 tempeſt of bail & deſtroyins ſt orm, 
as a flood of mighty waters overflowing, ſhall catt 


down to the Earth with the hand. The meaning 


is, that the Mhrians ſhould break in upon them, 
& fall upon them as thick as hail-Nones, & de. 
ſtroy them, becauſe of their Drunkenneſs and 
other Sins they Lived in. And hath not the 
Chriffian World drunk deep of theCup of Divine 
Judgments for this Sin? What Woes hath it 
bro*t upon Chriftendom, ſo called ? Some have 
obſerved, that it hath been in ſpecial for this 
Sin, that. God hath let looſe the Barbarous Na- 
tions upon thoſe that call themſelves Chriſtians, 
to ſcourge them, to deſtroy them. The Tar. 
(who ate meant by the Second of thoſe Woes 


in the Revelation, when it is ſaid, Wo, wo, wo, 1 


the Inbabiters of the Earth, Rev. &. 1 3.) Providence 
hath raiſed them up, & ſcat them like a florm 
of hail upon the European Nations, not only (tho 
Principally) to Puniſh them for their Idolatry & 
Superſtition, in worſhipping Graven Images, but 
alſo to Plague the Nations, even the Cbriſt ian Na- 
rions, for all their Profaneneſs, Luxuries, Drun- 
kenneſſes. Poor Miſerable Germany hath Bled 
for this Sin! Hath not God made the Sword 
Drunk with Blood ? Yea, at this Day, is not the 
Sword made Drunk with Chriſtian, & with oo 
elan 


| e to Drunkards, 39 
teſtant Blood for This Sin? My. Text: ſayes, Wo 
10 the Drunkards of Ephraim : Even ſo, Wo to the 
Drunkards of England; and, Wo to the Drunkards 
of Holland. Is not Salmanaſſer at this Day coming 
sgainſt che Fat Halleys for this Sin? And if we look 
nearer Home; What ſad Harveſts have we in 
Ner- England had of late Years? And doubileſs 
the prevailing of this Iniquity hath been One 
Cauſe of iz: The good Creatures of God have 
been greatly Abuſed by many amongſt us, unto. 
much Senſuality and Intemperence, therefore doth 
the Lord take awayCreature-comforts from us. 
e This laſt Summer, what Exceſſive Rains have 
s there been ? Since that Drunkards are to be 
- | ſeen vup&down in almoſt every Town; no won- 
„der that theLord in Judgment maketh the Ear:h 
Drunk. Nay, come yet nearer Home, & look 
upon this great Town, How hath God Threat- 
ned us for This, as well as Other Sins? Remem- 
> | ber the ſad Fire that was here in this Part of 
| || the Town about Three Years ago: And where 
did that Fire break forth? Began it not at the 

Ale-houſe? As if the Lord ſhould from Heaven 
Point with the Finger, and ſay, Behold, I am 
Diſpleaſed with you, becauſe of your miſpending 
your Precious Time inſuchHouſes, Boſton ! Boſton ! 
Take heed of this Sin, leſt thou becomeDeſolate.

3.19. Now, the Drunkards Belly is his God, unto 
which he offers a Drink- offering. What bitter 
& lamentable Ends have many Drunkards come 
to? Hath not the Lord been wont to make ſuch 
Perſons awful Examples of Divine Vengeance 
at laſt? What a ſad End did Nabal come to, 
after he had been very Drunken? 1 Sam. 2536 
And what a lamentableEnd did Ammon come to 
at laſt, who was Murthered by his own Brother 
at that very inſtant when his Heart was merry with 
Wine ? 2 Sam. 13. 28. And yet he was the Child 
of a Godly Father, who no doubt had Wept & 
Prayed for the Salvation of his Children full 
many atime, And what a lamentable End did 
Flah come to at laſt ? Whoſe Servant Zimri con- 
ſpired againſt him, as he was in Tir ah drinking him- 
ſelf arunk in the houſe of Arza,& ſmore him killed 

: . him,

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bim, 1 King. 16.9, 10. It may be becauſe thou art 
given to this Sin, God will ſuffer thee to Dye 
Drunken at laſt & to go down into Eternal Dar k- 
neſs in that Condition: Or it may be, God will 
leave thee to that which is worſe than any Death; 
it may be,ſome time when thou art Drunk, tho 
will de left to fall into ſome horridSin,for which 
the Sword of juſtice ſhall Cut thee off at laſt. 
I could, produce many direful Inſtances to this 
purpoſe: Bur I will only mind you of one diſ- 
mal Example, which Auſtin mentions, who ſaith, 
Thar in Epp the Town where he was Miniſter) 
there was a Citizen whoſe Name was Cyril,wh 

had bur one only Son, to whom he was Extremely 
Indulgent; and as Auſtin faith, Loved him ahove 
God Himſelf : This Son, as he grew up, fell in 
with Bad Company, and became a Drunkard, & 
once coming Home much Diſtempered with 
Drink, he attempted to Raviſh one of his own 
Siſters, & Killed two other of his own Siſters, & 
Murthered his own Father that begat him, and 
his own Mother that bare him, who was then 
great with Child: For which Monftrous Impie- 
ties he was Condemned, & Executed. Now ſay, 
Was not this Young, mans Drunkennieſs Puterne/s 
inthe Latter End? For the preſent, this Intquity 
may be Sweet to you; but waat will it be upon 


4 Death-bed, think you? It may be Conſcience 


will Roar for it then. Some Notorious Drun- 
kards, when they have been upon Death beds,

there have been ſome in this veryCongreg ation,

Theſe 
have beea the lamentable Cryes of poor dying 
Sinners in thisPlace, when they have ſeen them- 
ſelves upon the borders of Eternity. And after 
Death this Sin will be bitter indeed: Then ( as 
one ſpeaketh ) the Drunkard for every Cup of plea- 
ſure, will receive a Gallon of wo. Yea, for every 
Drop of pleaſure which he enjoy'd whilſt living 


& ſinning, he {hall have a Tun of wo. After Death 


comes Judgment, and then the truth of this will 
be felt and believed. For, 

3. Ano for certain,that who ever liveth & dieth 
in this Sin, ſhall Periſh toEternity, It will be a folly 
for any ſuch Sinner to expect Salvation. Can 
vou be Saved without an Inter eff inChriſt? This 
Luſt alone, if loy'd or ld in, will keep Chrilt

once ſaid to Luther, Sir, we would all willingly be 
Chriftians, but we cannot find in our hearts to ledve 
that cuſtom of drinking to Exceſs, But a man 
mult leave that Cuſtom, or Die &Periſh a Chriſt- 
leſs Sinner for ever. It was partly ſhewed the 
laſt time, That Drunkenneſs is ſuch an Evil as 
will aſſuredly Exclude the Sinner out of Hea- 
ven: Therefore the Lord hath commanded 
Churches to Exclude ſuch out of their Commu- 
nion; 1 Cor. 5. 11. If any man that is called a 
Brot her, be 4 Drun ard, with ſuch an one, no, not to eat. 


What. a Church- member, and a Drunkard? 


Ah! Vile: Ah! Vile. Wo to that Church that 
ſhall know ſuch amongſt them, as make a practice 
of this Iniquity, and yet not make them to 
know the Terror of a Cenſure, How plain & 
peremptory is that Expreſſion, Chap. &. ver. 10. 
Where it is ſaid in ſo many words, Drunkards 
ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God. And if not, 
it muſt needs follow, that Hell and Deſtruction 
will be the Eternal Portion of every Drunkard, 


ſo liviag, ſo dying, Wherefore the Evangeli- 


cal Prophet Iſaiab, ſpeaking of Drunkards, yet 
ſaith, Hell bath enlarged her ſelf, and opened ber 
mouth without meaſure, Iſa. 5. 14. Drunkards, 
Tremble at this! Do you not ſee Hell gaping 
for you, and opening ber mouth wide to feceive 
your Souls, when once they ate out of your 
bodies?

ſhould be ſwept & garniſhed never ſo having at at- 
rained to great Sifs, practiſing many Duties, for- 
faking many Sins, yet if there be but this one 
Luſt of Drunkenneſs, which ſtill his Heart hath 
a ſecret love and liking to, there is no remedy, 
but Dying in his preſent Eſtate, he muſt be a 
Damned Wretch to all Eternity.

What ſaith the Scrip- 
ture? 1 Thel. 5.7, 8. They that be drunken, are 
drunken in the night : but let us who are of the day, 
be ſober. For men that live in Goſpel- Days, 
and under Goſpel. Ordinances, to practiſe deeds 
of Darkneſs, is ſhameful and horrible. And 
this Sin is aggravated from thePlace where you 
Live: What? To be a Drunkard in New-

Will yon be Fools in 1/-ael ! You have moreover 


been told of the Judgments following this 
Tranſgreſſion; You have been ſadly & ſolemnly 
Warned againſt this Evil, and that not in a 
Word or two; but by Sermon after Sermon. I 


remember I had occaſion to Preach a whole Ser- 


mon, that | might Teſtify againſt the Sin of 
Drunkenneſs, in this Place, it is now above Nine 
Years apo. I am grieved at my Heart, that 
there ſhould be Cauſe for me now to Preach 


re Sermons than One, further to bear 15 
neſs 
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neſs apainſt the ſame Evil, whereby the Eyes 


of God's Glory are Provoked, and His Bleſſed 
Name is bighly Diſhonoured amongſt us. Take 
heed how you reſiſt the Spirit of God. I might 
tell you; that an Author worthy of Credit, 
Relates that a Miniſter having Preached a 
Sermon agaialt Drunkenneſs, a Profane Drun- 


kard that was in the Congregation, went out & 


Scoffed and Mocked at what he had heard; and 
God ſmote him by a ſtrange Providence, that 
he Died forthwith, even whileſt he was deri- 
ding at the Sermon which he had newly heard. 
Will yeu Provoke the Lord to Jealouſie ? Are 
you ſtronger than He? But if there be any 
Drunkards in the Congregation ſo deſperate, 
as to go on lil] in the Gommiſſion of this Treſ- 
paſs againſt the Lord, be it known to you, That 
your Blood ſhall be upon your own Heads, I 
remember what God ſaid to His Prophet Fze- 
kiel, Chap.33.ver.7,8.

cious and immortal Souls. Remember that 
Scripture, Prov. 13. 20. He that walleth with wiſe 
men ſhall be wiſe; but a companion of fools ſhall be 
deſtroped. And take heed of being more, than 
vou have any juſt Cauſe, or Call to be, in Places 
where a Temptation unto this Sin is ſex before 
you: Go not to, Tarry not in Taverns or Or- 
dinary's, or in Houſes where Strong Drink is 
Sold, without ſufficient reaſon to bear you out 
in ſuch a Practice.

But eſpecially when any ſhall be ſo Vile, as not 
only to drink Healths themſelves, but to force 
Others to do the like, their Practice is very Sin- 
ful and Abominable..
